Generally it may be sald that if the 
Administration follows the advice of the 
Root mission this Government will seek 
to help the Russian. Government reha- 
bilitate: itself and restore normal condi- 
tiong in the country by giving it every 
materlal assistance of which the United 
States is capable. This assistance will 
take the form mainly of sending railroad 
rolling stock, rails, and supplies, and 
assisting the Russians to provide better 
transportation facilities. 

In addition, it is pointed out that the 
American press can do a great service

NEXT YEAR’S FOOD SUPPLY. 

If this were an ordinary year, the 
condition and prospects of the crops 
would be more than satisfactory. Off- 
setting debits and credits in the situa- 
tion, the result is that, so far ag Amer- 
ican producers and consumers are con- 
cerned, the crops about to be harvested 
are the best combination of quantity 
and price that we have eyer had. The 
prices to producers will be ample, and 
there is reason to suppose that the 
prices to consumers will be more mod- 
erate than they would have been with- 
‘out regulation in the manner just en- 
acted. Quantities, too, are above the 
average. Corn, barley, rye, and pota- 
toes are record crops. Oats are near 
the record. Hay promises 100,000,000 
tons, ten million over e ten-year aver- 
age, which carries promise of milk, | 
meat, butter, and cheese, as well as 
fodder. ‘Tobacco promises a quarter 
billion pounds over the five-year aver- 
age. Sugar beets are two million tons 
over the five-year average. Only in 
wheat is there disappointment, and of 
that there will be more than the ten- 
year average. The cotton year ends * 
just as the grain year begins, and the 
value of the cotton yield for 1916-17 is 
just announced at $1,412,860,085, no 
lens than a half billion over the pro- 
ceding year.. The crop is short in 
bales, but it never was worth more. 
The total of grain crops is 5,578,- 
000,000 biishels, an increase of 15 
per cent., 868,000,000 bushels, de- 
sides some 200,000,000 more bushels 
‘of potatoes. There is this year an 
invisible crop of vegetables raised 
by millions of amateurs.” The total 
will never be known, but will be 
felt in ‘reduction of the demand 
for market crops. These figures 
are encouraging, but are subject to 
discount. The increases are above the 
yield of a disappointing year, and the 
customary stocks are below the aver- 
age. There ere those who use these 
figures and deducs something like dis- 
aster, ‘They compare the yields with 
the best on record, and find à defi- 
ciency from a maximum which never 
was realized.

DRAFT AND EXEMPTION. 

A few of the local exemption boards 
have filled their quotas. Good prog- 
reas is reported by many of them. 
General Cowon has asked the Gov- 
ernor of each State to urge the boards 
in it to speed their work and certify 
the lists so that one-third of the na- 
tional draft quota may be ready for 
mobilization by Sept 1, when it will 
be called by the War Depdrtment. 
The quote for this State, with the 
additional 10 per cent. draft to make 
up for deficiencies by sickness or dis- 
ability while the national army is 
training, is 76,165; the third that 
must be ready for mobilization by 
Sept. 1 is 25,288. The third for the 
whole country will be 251,900 Wen. 
It is a not unimposing figure. Con- 
sidering all the difficulties and de- 
tails involved, the average of the 
work has been better than reasonably 
could be expected. The character of 
the material varies more or less from 
district to district. 

Some boards are slower than others. 
In some districts a preponderance of 
aliens or a fever for exemption has 
been noticeable. In the next twenty 
days the business will be straight- 
ened out and hurried up. 

This city is doing its part well. More 
than half its quota has been exam- 
ined by 100 boards. It is to be noted 
with special pride that the official 
record up to Wednesday evening 
showed that seventy boards had 
accepted nearly 5,000 men for serv- 
ice with no question of exemp- 
tion or discharge. One-third of the 
able-bodied are so accepted, according 
to Deputy Attorney General ConKLINa. 

The new rules of exemption issued 
by General Crowper still further re- 
strict the opportunities for claimants 
relying upon a nominal and unreal 
“dependency for support.” Where 
wages or salary of, the person sup- 
porting others is to go on in whole 
or part, and that with his pay as a 
soldier is enough to take care of the 
dependents, the claim for exemption 
cannot be sustained. So, where 
parents or other relatives can provide 
for the dependents, where the wife 


has an income of her own, and se on. 


The sound rule in every case should 


be: Can the dependent. person or per- 
sons be adequately supported in the 
absence of the person making the 
claim? If a wife can support her- 
self without her husband by her own 
labors and an allowance from his pay, 
or from other sources, she.should do 
it. exemption boards are not 
always consistent in applying to in- 
dividual cases the real spirit and in- 
tention of exemption. 
The District Board of New York 
City, of which Mr. Cmanuus

That 
ia the plain fact known to every 
human being, but not known to the 
law. The law pretends ignorance of 
that fact, and asserts that every man 
or woman who comes before its bar 
is on an equality before it and has 
the same chance as every other man 
or woman, which is not true. The 
law does not permit the jury to ad- 
mit its acquittal to be based on the 
ground of the defendant’s sex, and the 
jury must, therefore, be provided with 
another reason, Where it is not pos- 
sible to deny the crime, the defense in 
most cases is nominally insanity, but 
only nominally. Really, the defense is 
justification, but as the plea of justi- 
fication in murder cases is not ad- 
mitted by the law, the justification 
has to be suggested by way of the 
inganity defense. The experts, as 


little impression on the jurors; 
unspoken but everywhere suggested 
question that is really before them 
under the guise of an insanity defense, 
is simply this: .Was this woman jus- 
tified in taking the life of this man? 
Argue it in whatever way you will, 
there is no escape from that. 

Therefore, in bolstering up in every 
possible way this unspoken but all- 
‘pervading plea of justification, the de- 
fense brings forth every fact, every 
rumor, every hearsay scandal it can 
find, that will blacken the reputation 
of the dead. Nominally the law for- 
bids hearsay evidence, but a way has 
been found to evade that prohibition. 
The defense advancing the plea of 
insanity, it is entitled to recite even 
false charges against the dead, and 
their falsity must not be demonstrated 
by counter-evidence; for the question 
is not, Are these charges true? but, 
Were these charges, whether true or 
false, believed by the woman at the 
time she. committed the murder? 
This opens the door to the loosest 
scandal and even to slander, and by 
the rulings of our courts the dead 
man’s friends cannot have the priv- 
ilege of a defendant in any other cane, 
cannot introduce evidence in his be- 
half. However it may go with his 
slayer, the dead man is always con- 
victed, sentenced, and punished, 
though it is upon those who loved him 
that the real punishment falls. 

This is the deep injustice which has 
become {imbedded in our criminal law, 
not through the intention of any law- 
maker or Judge, but through a grad- 
ual process, and because the law long 
ago refused to admit ea fact and sub- 
stituted for it a fiction. —

RUSSIAN WOMAN’S VIEWS. 


How One of the Intellectuals Regards 
the Pacifiste and Pro-Germans, 
To the Editor of The New York Times:

ness a whole poultry yard—but no, it 


seems rather as if the poor Russian}: 


bird rushes into the very jaws of its 
devourer! * * * ThéSé@ pitiful country- 
men of mine, they know perfectly well 
the popular Teutonic saying—that ‘ Rus- 
sia is the best manure for the German 
plant! They know how deeply every 
German street sweeper even despises all 
Russians; and there is nothing se de- 
grading in the world, nothing so poison- 
ous as that German méprise. They also 
know that no stray dog is treated 80e 
cruelly in Germany as are our unhappy 

prisoners, made to do the vilest of work 
pod in many cases dying from hunger 
and from vermin. They understand, too, 
what German domination has meant 
even in times of peace; for, before this 
war, it came to pass that the perfidious 


commercial treaties of Berlin had ruined bers 


our independence and initiative. * * * 
It is something awful and impressive 
how the Germans had managed to thrust 
their tentacles everywhere, throughout 
family relations, even as all reigning 
dynasties are virtually of German origin. 
You will read the pamphlet I send you 
written by Adolf Harnack, teaching the 
art of conquering without arms—that is, 


to plant insidious revolutions in all ether 


countries which shall be of advantage 
to your own. Now, this Harnack is the 
brother of the very distinguished Har- 
nack, Professor of Theology in Berlin. 
There were four brothers of this name, 
all Livonians, who became German 
citizens and passionate haters of Rus- 
sia. They knew all her feeble sides, and, 
because they were able and celebritiés, 
their voices were heard and believed. 
All has resulted from the fearful
